Fair Visitors 


A special train, bearing a delega­ 
tion of fifty prominent citizens of the 
Sacramento Valley, including repre­ 
sentatives of the Sacramento Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, and supervisors of 
various northern counties en route 
to San Diego to meet the officers of 
the Panama 
California 
Exposition, 
was derailed near Sorrento yesterday 
afternoon, the accident resulting in 
the death of Engineer Fred Gillies of 
Los Angeles. Fireman A, T. Moir and 
Brakeman S. S. Smith were injured, 
the former seriously. 
The members of the party, which 
included a number of women, were 
severely shaken 
up, and Gen. J. G. 
Martine, formerly of the 
California 
State Militia, was 
rendered 
ftncbn- 
sdlous by being thrown violently to 
the floor when the crash came. 
The 
survivors state that the lives of the 
entire delegation were imperiled, and 
that a very disastrous train wreck 
was narrowly averted. 
Cause of Wreck Unknown 
The point where the engine left j 
the track is about sixteen miles north j 
of San Diego, and

passengers 
were taken to that city, many nerve 
shaken as a result of the experience.

returns prove that the effort to in­ 
crease the efficiency of the fire pa­ 
trol system lias resulted in a record 
which is most encouraging to the offi­ 
cers of the service. 
Eight hundred 
and twelve fires were reported this 
year on the national forests. 
This is 
the highest number that has been re­ 
ported since the local office was es­ 
tablished. 15 more than in 1911 and 
over 300 more than in 1910, but 
ut 
the same time the governm ent land' 
within the national forests 
burneu 
over this year was only 35,000 acres, 
one-half as much as the area burned 
in 1911 and less than one-sixth of the 
area burned in 1910. 
It is interesting 
to note that the decrease in the acre­ 
age ot private lands 
burned 
over 
within the national forests is in ex­ 
actly the same ratio. 
The value of 
the government timber destroyed dur­ 
ing tho last year 
was 
$2,483, 
as 
against $7,673 for 1911 and $217,000 
for 1910. 
Conditions throughout the 
state during the last year were more 
favorable to the occurrence of many 
tires than in any year since 1910. The 
fire risk for 1912 
was 
considerably 
greater than for 1911; at the same 
time the total acreage burned and Hie 
amount or damage done was rem ark­ 
ably loss. 
’I'hls decrease is attrib­ 
uted 
directly 
to 
the 
preparations 


made last spring, prior to the open­ 
ing of tile fire season, by tho field of­ 
ficers of the service. 
The supervisors 
and rangers by a thorough study of 
tho situation knew

eacji fire was phoned at once to the 
man who could get to

quickest. 
This 
communication 
system 
also 
means the quick mobilization of men. 
tools and supplies 
on 
the 
flreline 
soon after it has been reported. 
On 
one national forest, 
where the aver­ 
age distance of the 
fire 
from 
the 
ranger station was four miles, the av­ 
erage time taken to reach the 
fire 
was 40 minutes, the only means of 
trave! being horseback. 
It is a rather significant fact that 
in 1912, ninety-eight fires started as a 
result of fires left unextinguished by 
campers, as against seventy-one 
in 
1911. 
This increase may be due to 
the fact that because of the prompt 
discovery of fires now possible un­ 
der the loolvout system, tjiie causes of 
a larger percent of the fires was de­ 
termined in 1912 than in 1911.
